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Advisory Action 

Applicant's arguments filed March 10, 2006 have been fully considered but are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the examiner, in examining the corresponding PCT 
application, considered all of the PCT claims to be novel, inventive, and having an 
inventive step over the applied art in view of Applicant's arguments. The examiner 
initially notes that the prosecution of the PCT and the US application are separate and 
do not necessarily have to parallel one another. Furthermore, the examiner does not 
have access to the PCT application to fully review said application. The examiner 
believes the interpretation was different because there was no admission in the PCT 
document that polyamide-imides should be interpreted to read on the claimed 
"polyamide layer." Such an admission is of record in the pending application (top of 
page 12 of the response mailed 1/17/2005). Since said admission is of record and the 
prior art renders obvious the use of polyamide-imide resin layers in the claimed 
laminate, the rejections are maintained. 

Applicant further argues Appelt fails to teach the structure of the present 
invention that includes a central layer comprising an aromatic polyamide. Said 
deficiency is noted, but Office never relied upon Appelt for such a teaching. Rather, 
Fenoglio was relied upon to render obvious the use of an aromatic polyamide. In 
response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
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combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co.. 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant argues the rationale for combining the references is unfounded 
because Fenoglio does not disclose a specific use of their material in capacitors. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Fenoglio teaches the composition has a high Tg, 
excellent thermal stability, lower density and moisture uptake, and is useful in the 
electronic Industry as an interlevel dielectric (abstract). The skilled artisan would 
immediately realize said teachings are drawn to the same field of endeavor as the 
capacitors or Applet. 

Applicant further argues the examiner "seems to be going to great lengths to cite 
art relating to a variety of polymer layer materials, and to substitute one material for the 
next in his effort to piece together a structure of the present claims." The examiner 
notes the rejection relies upon a single obviousness statement. The examiner 
maintains the rationale of said obviousness statement for the reasons noted above and 
in the rejection. 

Furthermore, Applicant argues the newly formed materials of Fenoglio have 
different properties than conventional polyamides, polyimides, and polyamide-imides. 
The examiner agrees, but notes said "different properties" are the very reason one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have made the proposed modification to the teachings of 
Appelt. Specifically, the properties of the newly formed materials of Fenoglio are 
superior to those of conventional resins. 

For the reasons noted above, the rejections are maintained.
